'Change," and, including the difference of 
exchange, our national securities advanced in 
London to a point withiu oae-imlf of one per 
cent of the gold- dollar. What does this sig- 
nify? 
It signifies 
that 
we are rapidly 


approaching that great consummation of the 
specie standard with our paper money so per- 
plexing to our statesmen, politicians and finan- 
ciers, aud so devoutly wished by all parties and 
all classes of our people. It signifies, too, an 
approaching financial crisis, involving a recon- 
struction of all the business affitirs of the 
country in ail their details and ramifications, 
public and private corporations, companies 
and individuals, 
employers and employes, 


high and low, rich and poor, capital and 
labor, producers and consumers, on a lower 
scale of prices. 


Our shopkeepers for months past have been 


''marking down" their goods with the decline 
in gold, and have been and are underselling 
each other. They are quick to note the 
changes in the financial sky. 
Country farms, 


town lots and houses have been coming down, 
and their natural and inevitable tendency is 
downward. Stocks are falling, tho supplies of 
labor are increasing beyond the active demand, 
and employe's are vainly struggling under 
the new order of things to maintain their war 
prices. From the unsettled and precarious 
situation of the political affairs of Europe capi- 
tal in that quarter for several years past has 
been timid, and is now. The coia in the 
banks of England and France has been ac- 
cumulating from week to week by thousands 
or millions for many months, the last week's 
additions to the .Bank of Franca being nine 
million five hundred thousand francs. 
At the* 


same time European capitalists have been 
casting about for employment for their monev, 
and have beea seizing upon TJniied States 
securities. Turkish, Egyptian and Russian 
loans, and American railroads, and all sorts of 
African, Asiatic and American enterprises, as 
comparatively safe investments ; but still there 
is a steady increase of idle European capital 
with the general and widening depression in 
manufactures and trade and the general im- 
pression of political insecurity. 


Hero we hare thct secret, that financial bal- 


ance of power (overlooked by our calculating 
financiers a:;-d Bhort-sighled politicians) which 
aa.i brought, us so unexpectedly and so 
strange1^ io tbe YerT-e of the specie standard 
of pi-meats. The -^settled political affairs of 
Europe bare been the salvation of our national 
securities. From this general cause our gov- 
ernment bonds in the European financial cities 
have risen to a valuation which otherwise they 
never could have reached, altaouga the gold 
and debt paying policy of General Grant's ad- 
ministration has contributed much to the pre- 
sent European, demand for our five-twenties 
and ten-forties. 


Here, we say, is a powerful agency which 


has been and is working to bring us to the 
Bpscie standard, and to the confusion of all tbc 
calculations of our financiers and politicians. 
And here the combined influences of the press, 
stosm and tbe telegraph may be partly com- 
prehended. Through these instrumentalities 
(he wealth, the resources and financial capa- 
bilities of the United States are beginning to 
bo properly uadcrstood nil over Europe. It is 
said, too, on the other side, that the late legal 
tender decision'of our Supreme Court, which 
practically does not amount to much, has im- 
mensely contributed to the restoration of 
European confidence in our government bonds. 
At all events, it is now apparent that if Congress 
will only refrain from any attempts to improve 
our financial condition by such tinkering ex- 
periments as those proposed in the increase of 
our paper money circulation by hundreds of 
millions, the laws of trade will carry us 
through the approaching crisis without any 
serious convulsion. 


As a natural reaction from the restraints 


under which capital lias been rendered for 
several years so inactive in Europe, an epi- 
demic of speculation is apprehended. With 
us, however, this epidemic comes with a paper 
money inflation like that of 1S3G, and is 
followed by a disastrous collapse like that of 
1837. A paper money inflation is, therefore, 
the great danger to be avoided, and wo ara 
glad to see this opinion sustained in the vote 
of the United Stales Senate yesterday on this 
important question. The resolution of Senator 
Williams, which was adopted without 
a 


division, covers the ground, and especially 
upon this point, that io increase our irredeem- 
able paper currency at this time would be to 
"foster and encourage the spirit of specula- 
tion, and to aggravate the evils produced by 
frequent and sudden fluctuations of values." 
This declaration from the Senats-reassures us 
against an epidemic of speculation. 


We have had our speculative carnival. We 


have been fighting our way out of it ever since 
the close of the war. We are now within 
sight of land, and, do the best we may, there 
vail be some breakages and losses as we touch 
the shore. We must shorten sail, retrench 
and reduce in everything and on every side. 
We must prepare, from the wealthiest capi- 
talist to the poorest laborer, from the national 
government to the weakest private corpora- 
tion or company or employer, for the great 
change that is at hand in our financial and 
business affairs. 
Lands, lots, houses, stocks, 


manufactures, farm products, groceries, dry 
;oods, &c., must all come down, and labor, 
m every shape and form, must accept its 
proper share of apparent loss in this general 
reorganization of business upon the specie 
standard. Such are the teachings of the mo- 
mentous financial events and tendencies of the 
day.

ItarfisU I'rotcciion for Americans in Cuba. 


We published in Wednesday's HERALD an 


account of another outrage on au American 
citizen in Cuban waters. It appears that on 
(ho arrival of the American smack Fulton iu 
the harbor of Havana a party of volunteers 
started from the shore with the evident inten- 
tion of inflictiug on Captain Franklin, the 
master of the Fulton, tho same brutal treat- 
ment as that which their associates meted out 
to poor Greenwalth in the streets of Havana. 
The offence which Captain Franklin is sup- 
posed to be guUty of is that of being suspected 
of assisting the escape of the man who shot 
Seiior Castaiion in Key West. Merely for be- 
ing suspected Captain Franklin had to leave 
his ship and flee in a small boat to seek protec- 
tion on board the British man-of-war Defence. 
There he was safe. The English commander 
protected him, and his pursuers were thus baf- 
fled. The American Consul, hearing of the 
outrage, visited Captain Franklin on board the 
Defence and advised him not to "come ashore 
or he would be killed." Recognizing the real 
situation of affairs, Captaia Frankiin resolved 
to put to sea again, but not without the protec- 
tion of the BngUsh flag, which the captain of 
the Defence gallantly accorded him. But mat- 
ters did not rest here. On the arrival of the 
Fulton at Key West not only was the captain 
threatened with assassination, but the lives of 
his mate and crew were also placed in 
jeopardy. 


Here we have the fruits arising from the 


miserably timid policy of the administra- 
tion in its treatment of the Cuban question. 
Every day brings fresh evidences of Spanish 
hatred for America and American citizens, 
many of whom are compelled to rdeny their 
nationality for self-protection. 
Threats of 


assassination hang over the heads of American 
Consuls ia Cuba if they dare discharge consci- 
entiously the duties of their offices. 
Foreign 


war vessels shelter American seamen and af- 
ford protection to American vessels, and thus 
prevent them from outrage at the hands of the 
unbridled volunteers, whom the Captaia Gene- 
ral is unable to discipline and powerless to 
control. Even on our own soil, in Key West, 
we find Spaniards play the bully and the bravo 
over American citizens; and yet the adminis- 
tration does nothing. It cannot see how our 
flag is insulted and the nation brought into con- 
tempt, because it will not see. Why? We are 
not now pleading lor the granting of belligerent 
rights for Cuba, but demanding protection for 
American citizens who are unfortunate enough 
to be brought in contact with the Spaniards 
ia Cuba. Have we n navy ? If so, how is it 
that an American captain is compelled to seek 
the protection of the English flag, receive his 
consul on board an English iron-clad, and go 
to sea under the escort of an English comman- 
der? If this is nothing hi the 03-03 of the 
American Secretary, it is something for the 
American people to reflect upon. It is a de- 
plorablu state of things, and we hope that Con- 
gress will hurry up matlcrs in relation lo Cuba. 
Let us have more action on this subject and 
less words.

By cable telegram from Paris wo have the 


highly important intelligence that the Ollivier 
Ministry sustained u rery decisive parliament- 
ary defeat in tho French Legislature yesterday. 
Premier Ollivier, in the elaboration of his plan 
of franchise and electoral reform, proposed lo 
abolish the present system of official candida- 
ture nt elections, or to do away with the 
nomination and recommendation of candidates 
before the people by tbe executive. 
Thu 


was too much—a strido too far ahead 
of terrorism and corruption.

bly. 
The proposition' was 
violently re- 


sisted and 
M. Ollivier 
clamorously in-

its principles. A division having baen taken 
the motion of the Right was adopted by a vote 
of 187 against SG.

When shall we have justice ia this city? 


This question the people arc now asking in a 
way which shows that the question is a de- 
mand in itself. What we want in New Tork is 
not justice so blind that she metes out punish- 
ment to a certain class of criminals, and at the 
same time lets another class, equally guilty, go 
unpurged of their crimes, but equal and exact 
justice to all without respact to persons. 
Political influence has made justice a byword 
and a sneer in this city. It should not be 
allowed to continue so any longer, and the 
sooner those most concerned, aud at whose 
doors the whole blame for tha thing may be 
laid understand this the better. A case in 
point is that of Jack Reynolds. It is true that 
this man committed an awful crime, that he 
richly deserves the fata to which he has been 
doomed; but then there are in the Tombs nine 
or ten murderers whose crimes were perpe- 
trated several months before old Mr. Town- 
send met bis death in Hudson street. 
They 


are all 'politicians or the special proteges of 
politicians. Jack Reynolds is neither a poli- 
tician nor the protege of one, and in hurrying 
him to trial the authorities had no political in- 
fluence to work against, and so he became the 
convenient victim to appease the popular cry 
for vengeance upon murderers. The reckless 
characters of the city ars as keen to observe 
the vagaries of justice as anybody else. 
Is it not plain, 
then, that the hurried 


way Reynolds was placed upon his trial, while 
equally guilty politicians were permitted to be 
forgotten in their cells, will give aa encourage- 
ment to the political roughs that may be fruitful 
of very bad results? That, instead of being 
awed by the prompt trial and conviction of the 
bloodthirsty wretch, they will feel the bolder, 
knowing that they have a political influence to 
fall back, upon when the worst comes to the 
worst? We think they will. The authorities 
owe it gi themselves to disabuse the dangerous 
portion of the community of this idea, and they 
can do it in no better way than to at once 
place on trial such men as Jackson, Purcell, 
Carney, Lee, and a few others who might be 
mentioned. They have all been months in 
prison, and the old technical plea that they are 
"not ready for trial" can have no effect in their 
cases whatever. Let tha people understand 
for once that be he who he may that does mur- 
der in our midst he must suffer for his crime. 
When the politically influential cutthroats ara 
dealt with as sternly as the friendless mur- 
derer the cry for vigilance committees will 
have lost its strongest hold on the people. 
Then, and not until then, will the people be 
satisfied. 


Our Cuban News. 


Our correspondence from Havana published 


this morning is rendered unusually interest- 
ing and important by a letter purporting to 
have been written to the Marquis of Santa 
Lucia and captured b^ the Spaniards. 
It 


reads like a genuine document, and while the 
source from whence it is derived is none of the 
the most trustworthy we are inclined to give it 
credence. In a very clear style this letter ex- 
plains the end of the dissensions which pre- 
vented the Cuban patriots from acting together 
with that unanimity so essential to the success 
of a struggling nationality. 
It seems that 


General QuesaJa was tho principal cause of 
this lack of harmony. He was unfit for the 
position of commander-in-chief; his arbitrary 
conduct made him unpopular, to say nothing 
of his absolute want of military ability. The 
Cuban House of Representatives appears lo 
have acled with prompt decision in deposing 
him, and all friends of Cuban independence 
will be gratified by the intelligence that his 
successor, General Jordan, is popular with the 
people, and, from the tenor of the letter, has 
already succeeded in reconciling differences 
and in reviving the enthusiasm of the army. 
If, then, this letler be a genuine document it 
indicates that the Cubans are alive to the im- 
portance of harmony in their ranks and arc 
willinj to abandon, personal prejudices for the 
general welfare of their countrv. 


Our cable telegram from Havana is also in- 


vested with some importance. Captain Gen- 
eral Do Eodas has issued a procl.unutkm 
granting liberty to Iwo thousand negroes who 
htid been taken prisoners of war and hired out 
I»y tiie government. They are declared in- 
vested with all the rights of freedom and are 
promised ihe fullest protection. If (his action 
of Do Eodas be an initiatory step towards the 
emancipation 
of 
the colored people, 
it 


is a significant indication that Spain is 
preparing 
to

At the same time it must be 


remembered that by tho constitution of the 
Cuban republic ail the negroes were declared 
free; consequently tha slaves referred to were 
such only by tho fact of their falling into Ihe 
hands of Ihe Spaniards. It is to be deplored 
thai in the same despatch announcing the 
promulgation of this proclamation is contained 
the intelligence of the trial, conviction and 
execution of eighteen Cubans in Santiago de 
Cuba on a charge of belonging to the patriot 
junta of that city. This brutality, however, is 
in strict accordance with the Spanish barbaric 
policy towards defenceless Cubans. 


THE LAW MABKST.—The only thing for 


which the world is not furnishad with regular 
quoiations of prices and in which, notwith- 
standing all business is done in plain buyiug 
and selling style, is tho law market as con- 
ducted ia tho State Legislatures. As a starting 
point, however, we now have it on record as 
the experience of a Boston lobbyman who has 
been down South that the Legislature of Ala- 
bama was ihe cheapest body of the sort ho 
ever encountered. Doubllesa Legislatures aro 
cheap all over the South, and soiuo of them 
ara pretty cheap ia tho North, but lobbymen 
ought to construct an exact scheme of prices. 


THE POWER OF STRONG CORPOKATIONS.—It 


is said that several Pennsylvania railroad cor- 
porations which have been notified that they 
must pay the interest ou their bonds in coiu, 
uodar the late decision of the Supreme Court, 
have declined to do so, and are now working 
to get Messrs. Strong and Bradley conQrmed 
in order to have the doeisioa reversed.

The Unfortunate Wliiliemarc. 


The trial of tliia poor carpet-bagger for 


selling liia cadetships wag ended somewhat 
ludicrously in the House of Representatives 
yesterday. The few hours intervening between 
the adjournment on Wednesday and the reas- 
sembling on Thursday were passed to good effect 
by the accused, for he succeeded in telegraph- 
ing his resignation to the Governor of his 
State and receiving an acceptance of it in 
time to present it to the Speaker of the House 
while his case was awaiting action yesterday.

In addition to stifliag him thus, they passed a 
resolution, in lieu of the proposed expulsion, 
condemning his course in unmeasured terms, 
by a vote of ona hundred and eighty-five not 
a single memb«r Toting against it—not even 
the brave and fearless Butler, who had de- 
fended him so faithfully up to that hour 
.that one could hardly help suspecting that 
a fellow feeling made him so wondrous kind. 
It was not BO, however. Tha defence of 
Whittemore was a mera case at law that Butler 
conducted on the floor of the House as he 
might have conducted it in the law courts 
of Massachusetts.

An enthusiastic and largely attended meeting o 


Importers ana merchants of the ciiy was held yes 
terday aiternoon, at three o'clock, at Xo. 16 Broad 
street, in the room used lormerly ay the Open Board 
or Brokers. The object ol the meeting was to ob- 
tain, a rciorm, in the financial pokey of tne federa 
government by the adoption or free trade pnn 
eiples. In addition to this there was the practica 
object of devising tue ways and means for carrying 
en an acitation in lavor ol free traae principles. In 
this latter object the meeting was successful, for, 
before it adjourned, nearly $30,000 were raised by 
voluntary subscriptions. 


Tie chair was taken by Mr. JACKSOX S. ScmjLTZ, 


wno in the course of his speech alluded to the mo- 
nopolists who had diverted public revenues to secure 
monopolies to certain classes by prohibiting ini 
portations altogether. 
He then went on to say:— 
Bo far as I have any riant to speak for the nianuiac 
tnrers of the country, 1 desire to protest, in then 
name, against the continuance ol gucn a state o 
things, winch must in tue luiure unsettle and de- 
stroy enterprise, as it has in the past, wlucn, but lor 
eucn interference, might nave this aay been pros 
perous. As manufacturers we want to be let alone 
We want not only stability, but peace.

was 117K, from wuioti the prw»e rim rapidly <Jowa 
o iiOK, a vision of specie payments witain a weeK 
almost staitling the territtea "bulls" out of their 
senses.' Micre are liundre'is of men In Wall street- 
Americans by birth and vaunt—wno, paradoxically, 
are always on the "toll" side of gold, and are ever 
beliwilaz the coaetry, the gOTOnrment aud tne 
finances. Sucli people are tue victims of the pres- 
ent-decline. In. tbe long Use of failures during the 
wiBter there were many houses wita this same 
Ctoorny mental view of the covernment who were 
constantly loosing for the otter demoralization of 
the currency and a i ise in gold to enormous figures. 
All these classes of commercial -speculators and gold 
cam biers tave been sJiipwrecsed and lasd up high 
and dry iay the sudaen -subsidence of the premium 
on gold. The market bad two distinct movements 
to-day. It first went off to H6)i on tne sale <X 
••long"'gold, which was literally poured upon the 
market. K will be remembered that in the bauK 
statement lasc Tveefc the curious discrepancy oe- 
tweecthe small loss of specie by the banks and the 
customs payments of tha week was explained on 
the hypothesis that the decline of gold below 120 
had then brought -out vast stores of gold boardetl in 
faiaiUes, in merchants' safes ana lite private 
sources. This forenoon there were large sales of the 
same kind of gold. The effect was the decline 
*o 116K, tae -speculators selling out as well. 
In the afternoon .the price reacted to 117, bat upon 
tne receipt of toe news tnat the Senate had uuam- 
mousiy adopted a resolution declaring against fur- 
ther inflation of the currency, aud ou Its becoming 
known that Secretary Boutwell had bought one mil- 
lion of bonds at-the Bub-Treasury in addition to the 
million solicited, another semi-panic set In and tho 
price tumbled -tollex, which is the lowest since 
August. 1S62. Inasmuch as the general rate paid for 
•'carrying" to-day was 4K to 5 per cent, the market 
seems as yet -without a short interest. Exception- 
ally, as high as seves per cent was paid to have gold 
carried, which was two per cent above the rate for 
money on call. The gold sola witam the nast few 
days has simply passed into the uands of a new line 
of buyers, who, as they are fresher in the market 
and have unimpaired margins, can. make a better 
figbt; but as the demand lor gold is limited to the 
few hundred thousand dollars requisite daily to 
pay customs, and as exchange is without tone or 
firmness despite the decline, the market closed weak 
at the usual reaction from so great a fall. It was 
even said that Secretary Boutwell is preparing sta- 
tistics to show that our exports for the expired six 
months of tho current fiscal year are thirty millions 
in excess ol our imports. It is not stated, however, 
whether the exports included shipments of flve- 
twenties, the quotation for which advanced to 90 m 
London to-day, and, with tlie Senate resolution, as- 
sisted In the '-break" to 115%. The operations of

SHAKP DECLINE IN STOCKS. 


Tne "break" m 20111 led to a senii-pamc in stocks, 


and prices fell from one to flve per cent, the latter 
extreme being made in the case of Chicago and 
Alton, which fell to 110. The decline is only tlie 
partial fruition of the plans of the cliques In the 
"bull" programme for the spring, which contem- 
plates tlie alt-cruatc advancement and lowermo; of 
prices, in order that they may triple or quadruple 
tlieir profits in the movement from the lowest point 
of the winter to the highest point ol next summer. 
The cliques havo been unloading for some ten days, 
and they arc now hammering the market, and may 
probably put It several per cent lower — at least such 
is their intention before tney buy for the second 
stage in their grand "bull" movement. They have 
the advantage of working on a market which. 1ms 
a very limited short interest, tue "bears" having 
been lorced to cover some three weeks since, when 
St. Paul was 76, Northwest preferred at 92, and New 
York Central at 99. The Western shares were very 
weak on the "point" that Northwest next week 
would show a decrease of S50.00D and next month 
at least 5300,000. The "point" was BO confidentially 
and generally circulated as to create the suspicion 
that the clique wished the outsiders to sell the 
balance of their stock and go short. The Lake Shoic 
earnings show an mcreass of nearly $25,003 for tue 
third week in February. Erie was heavy on the 
report that a bin has been introduced in the Legis- 
lature which will forestall the action of the Enzlish 
stockholders. Rock Island was active, and upon 
heavy purchases recovered to 120'i. The market 
closed dull at a reaction from the lowest prices. The 
money market was without new leatures. Ihe

Second Dny'a Session of the National Tobacco 


Association. 


The second day's session of tne .National Tobacco 


Association began yesterday morning at eioven 
o'cloclr, at tne Astor House, Mr. J. D. Evans presid- 
ing in the absence of the regular president. The 
minutes of the last meeting having been amended and 
asuroved, the question of the President's salary came 
up, but was postponed. A committee, consisting of 
Messrs, llofer, Palmer, Campbell, Eeidicr, Bdmons- 
ton. 1'arilett, Benley, i'omian, straitoa and Wilder, 
was then apuointed to report upon amending the 
constitution. 
Mr. NICKS, of Elmlra, then ofierea the following 
resolution:— 
, 


Kesolvcd, That the President appoint a commutes of ten, 


of which he shall be one, embracing ine various interests of 
the trade, whos(Tdaiy it Fhalt be to present to Congress, iu Us 
uelmlf, fiuch atuendments to the internal revenue lawe ras 
sucli committee shall deem necessary and proper to canv 
into effect the views of this association, and that the mem- 
bers of such association be requested to present their views 
in writing to euch committee as to tne character of tlio 
amendments demanded for this purpose- 
Mr, CAKKOLL then offered an amendment that mem- 
bers of the committee be elected by different sec- 
tions of the Union represented in tue association. 
JVdopted. It was then further amended by a 
pro- 


visUm requiring the committee to be selected irom 
every branch of the trade eomonsing the Conven- 
tion. 
Mr. MTjKiiAT proposed that a general committee be 
appointed, whose d'uty it should be to appoint a lur- 
iner committee to draft and present amendments to 
the present internal revenue laws affecting the trade. 
The whole subject, after a long discussion, was laid 
on the table. The Committee on the Revision of the 
Constitution then reported as follows:— 


They recommended the amendment of section 7 by sub- 
stituting the word elected for selected. An additional sec- 
tion was recommended. There sbail be an advisory commit- 
tee, to consist of one member from each of tlie mtercsle re- 
presented by the association iu the city ol New York, whose 
duty it shall be to act in connection with the President in all 
matters pertaining to the inteiests of the trade, and tlmt the 
resident members of tbe Executive Committee shall, in their 
lespective locations, be empowered to wet in matters of local 
imtrest affecting any of the rnemoers of tbe association and 
to co-operate and advise with the I'resideaL On modon it 
w-as resolved that the committee consist ot four, with the 
President. That section 14, vnturegaid to znctubersMp, be 
so amended as to require candidates for membership to be 
recommended by one ol the members ot the association, cud 
that no assessments exceed twenty doLars per annum. 


Mr. i,awrence, the President, was then treated 


to a vote of thanks for his services durms the past 
year. This was considered an equivalent for money. 
Mr. Lawrence will, doubtless, grow rich ou tue In- 
terest thereof. 


The resolution of the Executive Committee was 


tlien called up, as follows:— 


.Resolved, That the President of the association be pa'd a 
salary of -i>3,000 per annmu, to date Irom 1- ebruarr '2$, in Hill, 
lor h'js services, those of a secretary and oillcc rent. 


Tue resolution was adopted. 
The report or the Committee on onicers was called 


up and adopted. Mr. W. K. Lawrence v,"as elected 
President; L. 11. i'razer, ol Kicliiuuud, Vice Provi- 
dent, and Mr. J. Hall, Treasurer. 


Mr. Lawrence thanked the association. 
A recess now tuot place. 
Upou reassonibiiug the committee from all tho 
States was elected, with Mr. Frazer, chairman, aud 
.louu Straiton, becrotury. .Numerous resolutions 
followed, aud weic reierred to a committee of tlirco 
from each branch ol the traae, who will present 
their report mis morning at eleven O'CIOCK. Ad- 
journed.

He admitted there 
was much lores in tlie claim that lower rates wonla 
largely increase the number or messages; but grant. 
ing that such increase was as high as fifirf per cent, 
there would still ba a deficit of more than a million 
oi dollars. Mr. Orton next went into statistics to 
show that the present wires would not be abie to 
carry a large increase of business, and urired that 
any considerable Increase in the number or mes- 
sages would necessarily require increased facilities, 
the Investment in which, would entail heavy 
expense upon the Post Offlce Department Eefer- 
ring to the statement of the committee that the 
rates charged by the Western Union Company were 
not uniform, he held that tbey eonld not be in the 
different sections of tho country, as it was necessary 
to cnargs more In the West than in the East, and 
more in the South than in the West to prevent loss. 
Mr. Orton lurthersaid tbat ne was anxious to nave 
the present rates for telegraphing reduced, and de- 
clared tbat nis cosapauy would reduce theirs one- 
seventh, ir it was relieved from tbe national, state 
ana municipal taxes. In conclusion he said:— 


Let Congress provide'for a commission to ascer- 
tain and nx the cash value of our property and 
Iranchise. on which sum we shall be entitled to 
earn and divide annually to onr stoctnoiders t«n 
per cent. We will then surrender to tne Post Offlce 
Department the ngnc we now possess, to fix and 
modny tariff rates, so tbat as fast as tne actual 
capital exceeds ten per cent tbe surplus may 
be applied to tlie reduction or rates in sucu 
a manner as the Post Offlce Department shall direct 
if tbe rates proposed by Mr. Huobard can ever mate 
tbe business self-supporting they will ultimately be 
readied oy this pian, under which all the lacmties 
tbe government can supply can be availed ol to the 
fullest extent, but wnnout incurring any expense 
or assuming aay responsibility.

Mr. HOWAKn, (rep.) of Mich., believed Hie proof of 
Mr. Revels' election to be conclusive, and that tne 
only issue now was upon the acceptance or rejec- 
tion of him as a member on account of the color of 
hiaskia. It was urged that lie (ilr. Kevels) was of 
African descent, ana tliorciore had not been a citizen 
01 tue United States for nine years. It was not de- 
nied that Ue was a native noru inhabitant of the 
IJniteu States, nor was it pretenaea he was a slave 
Ue (Mr. Howard) maintained that every person born 
in tne United States and not been a" slave was a 
citizen; tnat nativity imparted citizenship In all 
countries. He would carry this doctrine so far as 
to assert that eveu a Dlaclc man born a slave was 
to be held to be a citizen from his birtu. Sucn 
a one had always owed allegiance to the United 
States, and allegiance and citizenship were co-rela- 
tive terms. The Dred Scott decision, in his opinion, 
was a partisan decision, the purpose of which was 
to establish, by judicial decision, for all time to 
come, the legality, the rigftttumess and even the 
piety 01 slavery, ana it had sun!:, ir not into obli- 
vion, then, into eternal derision aad contempt. He 
saw m this election or a colored man to the seat for- 
merly filled by Jeff uavis tnat which he believed 
would gladden tbe heart of every lover of Ireeuom. 


Mr. WILLIAMS, (rep.), of Oreiron, remarked thai 


Chief Justice Tcney expressly limited the Dred Scott 
decision to those wittt pure Aincan bloori in tneir 
veins and whose ancestors lias beea sow as slaves; 
but was mere any evidence that the ancestors of 
Mr. Revels were included in tins eatenory f 
On tha 
contrary, it had appeared 111 the discussion that 
Revels was a man witn ayarpe proportion of white 
blood, and it followed necessarily that some of his 
ancestors were not slaves. Upon the whole, in view 
o! ail tbe authorises, le^al and otherwiss. Revels 
nad alwajs beea a citizen of tlie United States. 


Mr. L'AiiEKO.v, (rep.) of i'a., narrated the particu- 
lars cf an interview between himself and Jefferson 
Davis just prior to the war and before ine latter nad 
leit the Senate, during which he deelarea to Davis 
his own conviction tnat slavery would have ceased 
from the moment the flrst aim was Urea upon the Gag 
or the country, and tnat nis (A!r. Davis') seat would 
some day, in the justice of God, be occupied by a 
nejtro. ilr. Cameron said he had lived to see his 
assertion veniieti ana lie now wished to remind the 
Senate how mucii this colored race haa served us in 
the war, and he was compelied to say this in vle^r 
or the attempt of the Senator Irom oremn (iir Wil- 
liamsj to argue that this man (Mr. Revels) had more 
wnite than black olood in bis veins. A considera- 
tion of tuat kind was unworthy of any Senator In 
view of the great services of tbe colored soldier, and 
he (ifr. Cameron) beiievea tne tide of war would 
bave gone against us nad it not been for the two 
hundred thousand negroes wno catne to the rescue.
